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REMARKS 

I. Introduction 

The application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Examiner's telephone 
calls regarding our Amendment filed on February 21, 2006 and the prior art revealed in pre- 
ailowance searching conducted by the Examiner. This communication is believed to 
incorporate the Examiner's suggestions as discussed via telephone on March 10, 2006 and on 
l\^arch 24, 2006, when the Examiner indicated that these pending claims would be placed in 
condition for allowance by adding the limitations of dependent claim 14 and either dependent 
claim 19 or 20 to each of independent claims. 

Claims 2, 11-16, 19-20. 22, 24-27 and 30-33 were pending in the present 
application prior to entry of the present amendments. By the present amendment, Claims 14, 
20, 22, and 24 have been canceled, Claims 2, 13, 16, 16, 19 and 30-33 have been amended, 
and Claims 34-36 have been added. Support for these amendments can be found in the 
original specification, and thus, no new matter has been added. Claims 2, 11-13, 15-16, 19, 
25-27, and 30-36 remain in the application upon entry of the present amendment. Applicant 
reserves the right to pursue all original claims in this or other patent applications. 

Because the present amendments (1) do not raise new issues requiring further 
consideration or search, (2) do not introduce new matter, (3) materially reduce the issues for 
appeal, and (4) place this application into better condition for allowance, entry is appropriate 
under 37 C.F.R. §1.116, and is respectfully requested. 

Reconsideration and reexamination of the present application is respectfully 
requested in light of the amendments and in view of the following remarks, which establish that 
the pending claims are directed to allowable subject matter. 

II. SUMMARY OF THE AMENDMENTS 

In the Claims 

Claims 14, 20, 22, and 24 have been canceled. 

Claims 34-36 have been added. 

Claims 2. 13, 15, 18, 19 and 30-33 have been amended. 
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/It tfie Specification 

Paragraph [0050] has been amended to distinguish the trademark BLUETOOTH 
from common descriptive nouns by capitalization and by including its generic terminology. 
MPEP 608.01 (v)(l). 

III. EXAMINER INTERVIEW AND DETAILED DISCUSSION OF THE AMENDMENTS 

The undersigned would like to thank Examiner D'Agosta for discussing the 
outstanding issues with the undersigned attorney via telephone on the two occasions described 
above. Specifically, the Examiner explained his revised suggestion for combining the elements 
of certain claims to overcome his rejections. 

Specifically, Examiner D'Agosta indicated that, in view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,978,684. It is advisable to Incorporate certain limitations of Claim 14, and 19 or 20. 

To conform to the Examiner's suggestion, the Applicant has amended all of the 
Independent claims (2, 16, and 30-33), to include the teachings of Claim 14, specifically, 
. converting the signals relayed to the wireless device Into digital signals, and the limitations of 
Claim 19 (determining whether the wireless device has sufficient signal strength to access a 
wireless network). 

In addition, as discussed, the Applicant has amended Claims 30 and 33 to 
replace "cradle for receiving" with "means for receiving", and has added Claims 34 and 35 to 
further characterize said means. These amendments are fully supported in the Specification, 
and in particular, by original paragraph [0050}, which is amended above merely to property 
identify the trademark BLUETOOTH. 

It is believed that the amendments made herein fall within the scope of the 
discussion and allowance of the claims is respectfully requested.
